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It’s homely and it’s trite, 
none the less true, that he who 
handles the truth carelessly is apt 
to break a leg tripping over his 
own misstatements.

The Act provides in the legal 
title that only citizens over 50 who 


can vote and who will promise 
neither to work nor to employ

“pensions”. But Section 5 slips in 
a clause to permit convicted and 
disfranchised felons to collect a 
pension, too— provided only that 
they have “completed service of 
time in a penal institution’.

“Under this bill the control of 
the industry is placed in the hands 
of a three-man commission, com- 
posed of the Director of Natural 
Resources, the Director of Public 
Works and the Director of Finan- 
ce. While protecting the public’s 
interests intheir own natural re- 
sources, the measure also assures 
fair and equitable consideration 
for all operators, big or little. 

“Similiar measures have been 
successfully adopted in seven oil 
producing states, California being 
one of the only two without this 
vital type of legislatiion, and thelr 
operatiion in these seven states 

has demonstrated that such laws 
are essential to the conservation 
and the orderly marketing of pet- 
roleum products.”
